my handes without gloaes, all a moze French, and a blacke 
badge edging of a beard on the vpper lip, the like ſable auglet 
of cxcrements in the fir riſing of tbe anckle of my ſhinne . 1 
was the firſt that bzought in the oꝛder ofpaſſing into the court 
which J derined from the common wozd Qui paſſa, and the be- 
raldsphzaſe of armes Paſſant, in this begun ſincerity,h&@ was 
not a Gentleman, no; his armescurranf, who was not fit 
paſt by the pages.

Then happie was he that was an aſſe. fo: nothing wyll 
kill an aCe but colde, and none dide but with extreame heate, 
Che fithcs called Sea · ſtarres, that burne one another by cr- 
ceſſine heate, were not ſo contagious as one man that had the 
ſweafe was to another. Paſons paid nothing fo batretomir 
their lime, noꝛ glouers to ſtuffe their balls with, foꝛ then they 
had it foz nothing, it dꝛopt off mens beads and beardes ſaſter 
than anie Bat ber could ſhaue it. Dif haire bzeche* had then 
biene in faſhion, what a fine wozld had it beenc fo2 Taylers, 
and ſo if was a fine wo;ld foz Tailers neuerthbeleſte, fo he 
that could make a garment fleighteſt and thinneſt, carried it 
awaie,Cutters I can tell you,then ſtd vpon it, to haue their 
trade one of the fwelue Companies, foʒ who was it then that 
would not haue his doublet cut to the ſkin, and his ſhirt cut 
into it to, to make it moze colde, It was as much as a mans 
life was wozth, once to name a fraze ierken, it was treaſon 
fo; a fat groſſe man to come within flue miles of the court, J 
beard where they dide vp all in one familp, and not a mothers 
childe eſcapt, inſomuch as they had but an Jrich rug lockt vp 
in a p;eſſe,aud not laide vpon ante bedde neither, ifthole that

were ficke ofthis maladie lepton it: they neuer want moze; 
Philitions with their umples, in this caſe were ſimple fel- 
lowes, and knew not which way to beſtir them. Galen might 
goe ſho the gander foz ante god he could doe, his ſecrefaryes 
had (c long called him diuine, that now he had loft all his ver- 
tne vpon earth. Hippocrates might well helpe Almanack ma- * 
kers,but here he had not a wozde to ſaie, aman might ſooner 
catch the ſweate with plodding oner him to no end, than cure 
the ſweat with any of his impotent pꝛineiples.Paracelſus with 
his ſpirit of the butterie,and his of minerals, could not 
ſo much as ſay, God amend him, to the matter. Plus erat in ar- 
tiſice quam arte, there was moze infection in the phifition him- 
ſelfe than bis arte could cure. This moztalitie firſt began a- 
mongſt olde men,fo2 they taking a pꝛide to haus their bꝛeaſts 
loſe baſted with tedious beards. kept their honſes ſs hot with 
theſe hairy extrements, that not ſo much but their very wals 
ſweat out ſalt Peter, with the ſmothering perpleritie,nay a 
number of them had meruailous hot bzeaths, which ticking 
in the bꝛiers of their buſhie beardcs, could not choſe, but(as 
cioſe aire long impꝛiſoned) engender cozruption. Wiſer was 
our bꝛotber Bankes of theſe latter dais, who made his iugling 
hoꝛſe a cut,foz feare if at anie time hee ſhould foift, the Hine 
ſtick ing in his thicke baſhietaile might be noiſome to his au · 
diloꝛg. Should J tell you how many purſeuants with red no · 
ſes, and ſargeants with pꝛecious faces ſhzunke away in this 
ſweat, you would not bel ne me. Euen as the Salamander 
with bis very fight blaſteth apples on the tries, ſo a purſeuant 
oꝛ à ſar geant at this pꝛeſent, with the verie reflere oi dis firte 
facias, was able to ſpoile a man a farre of. In ſome plates of 
the woꝛld there is no ſhadow of the ſunne, Diebus illis ifit has 
bene lo in england, the gener ation of Brute had died all and 
ſome. To knit vp this deſcription in a pur inet, ſo feruent and 
ſcoʒching was the burning aire which increaſed then, that the 
moſt bleſſed man then alive, would haue thoght that God had 
done fairely by him if he had turnde him to a goat, foz goates 
take bꝛeath not at the mouth o2 noſe only, but at þ cares alſo. 

Take bꝛeath how they would, J vo ld to tarrie no lon- 
ger amonglt them. As at Turwin - was a demie ſouldier in 
Bs Wo: BY lelk, 
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telt, ſo now J became a martialli® in earneft. Duer lea with 
my implements J got me-where hearing the king of Francs 
and the Swizers were together by the ears, J made towards 
them as laſt as I could, thinking to thzuft my ſelfe info that 
faction that was ſtrongeſt. It was mp god lucke o2 my ill, J 
know not which. to come iuſt toy fighting of the battel,where 
I ſawe a wonderfull ſpectacle of blend ſhed on both ides,here 
tte vnwwildieſwizcrs wallowing in their goze, lik e an ore in 
his doung , there tht ſpzightly French ſpꝛaw ling and 
turning on the Raynedgraſle, like a roach newe taken outof 
the ſtreame, all the ground was ftrewed as thicke with battle 
ares,as the carpenters yard with chips. The plaine appeared 
like a quagmire, ouerſpꝛead as if was with trampled dead 
bodies, In one place might you beholds a heape of dead murs 
thered men overwhelmed with a falling feed, in ſtead of a 
tombe ſtone, in another place a bundle of bodies fetfered foge- 
ther in they2 owne bowels,and as the fyzant Romane Empe- 
rours vſ:dto tie condemned liuing caitifes face to face to dead 
cozſes,ſo were the halſe liuing here mixt with ſqueazed carcgs 
ſes long putrifide. Anie man might giue armes that was an 
acoz in that battell,foz there were moꝛe armes and legs ſcat⸗ 
tered in the flelo that daie, than will be gathered vp till dams 
date, the French king himſelfe in this conflict was much dil-

fome hatchets,ſome cole ſtaues, ſome dung fo;ks ſome ſpades 
fomo mattockes, fome wood knines, ſome addiſes foz theyz 
weapons, he that was beſt pꝛouided, had but a pete ofa ruſtie 
bzowne bill bzauely fringed with tob webbes to figght foz him: 
rehance here and there pou might ſe a felow that bad a cans 
er eaten ſcul on his head, which ſerued him and his anceſto2zs 
foʒ achamber pot two hundzed peres, and another that had 
bent a couple cf y2on dzipping pans armour- wiſe, to fence his 
dacke and his bellp, another that had thzuſt a payze of dy olds 
bofes as a bzeaſt plate befozc his belly of bis doublet, becauſs 
de would not be dangerouſly hurt: another tyat had twilted 
all his tro ſſe full of counters, thinking if the enemie ſhoulde 
take him, he would miſtake them foz golde,and ſo ſaue his lifs 
fo2 his money. Uery deuout afles they were, ſoʒ all they wert 
ſo dunli ically ſet fozth, t ſuch as thought they knew as much 
of Gods minde as richer men, why inſpiration was their 0z- 
dinarie familiar, and buzde in they2eares like a Be in a box 
tut rie houre what newes fromheanen, bell, and the lande of 
whipperginnie,diſpleaſe them who durft, bee ſhoulde haue bis 
mittimus to damnation ex tempore, they wonlde vaunt ther 
was not a peaſe difference twirt them andthe Apoſtles, they 
were as poozs as they,of as baſe trades as they, aud no mozs 
kiſpiredthan they,and with God 3 
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onely herein may ſerme ſome little to lurke, chat Pe. 
ter woze a ſwoꝛd, and they count it ſlat hel fre ſoꝛ ante mant 
weare a dagger, nay ſo grounded and graueiled were they in 
this opinion, tvat now when they ſpould tome to battel. thers 
nere à one of them wold bꝛing a blade (no nof an onion blade) 
about him, to die foꝛ it. It was not lalvfull ſapde they,foz ante 
man to dꝛaw the ſwoꝛde but the magiſtrate, and in fivelitte, 
(which 5 had welnigb ſoꝛgot) Iache Leiden they magiſtrate 
dad the image 02 like neſſe of a pece of a ruſtie ſwoꝛd like a lu⸗ 
ſty lad vy bis ide,now remember me, it was but a foile net. 
ther,and he woꝛe it, to ew that he ſhould haue the foile of his 
enemies, which might haue bin an oꝛacle fo; his two- hande 
interpꝛetation. Quid plura, his battell is pitcht, by pitcht, 3 do 
not meane ſet in oꝛder, ſoʒ that was far from their oꝛder, one⸗ 
ly as ſailers do pitch their apparell, to make it fozme-p2ofe, 
ſo had molt of chem pitcht their patcht clothes, to make them 
impearceable. A uterer way than to be at the charges of ar- 
moz by halfe: and in another ſoꝛt hee might bee ſapde to haue 
pitcht ß fleld, foz he had pitcht oꝛ let vp his reſt whither to flie 
if they were diſcomſtted.

all is not goldethatgliſters.CUhen Chzift ſapd, the kingdome 
of heanen muſt ſuffer vtolence, heemeant hof the violence of 
longbablingp2:aters to no purpoſe, noz the violence of ti dious 
innectine ſermons without wit, but the violence of faith, the 
violence of good wozks,the violence of patient ſuffering. The 
ignoꝛant ariſe and ſnatch the kingdeme of beanen to them 
ſelues with greevines, when we with all our learning ſinkt 
dolunt into bell. CAdert did Peter and Iohn in the third of the

To go fozward with my ſtozie of the 'ouertb;owe of that 
vlurper Iohn Leiden, he and all his armie ( as ſaide befoze) 
falling en their faces, and feruentiy ginen over to 
pꝛaier, determined neuer to ceaſe, oz leane ſoliciting of God, 
fill be bad ſhewed them from heauen ſome manifeſt miracle 
of ſucteſſe. Note that it was a general reteiueꝭ tradition both 
with I. Leiden and all the crue ot Cnipperdolings and Buns 
cers,ifGod at ante time at their vehement outcries and cla⸗ 
mo2s did not condiſcend fo their requeſts, to raile on him and

Dell inie neuer de- 
fames her ſelſe but when ſhe lets an excellent poet die:if there 
bee anie ſparke of Adams paradized perfeaion yet emberd vp 
in the bzeaſtes of moztali men, certainely God bath beſtowed 
that bis perfecteſt image on peefs. Nons come ſo ntere to God 
in wit, none moꝛe contemne the wozld, vatis auarus non temere 
eſt animus,ſapth Horace, verſus amat,hoc ſtudet vnum, Seldom 
baue you ſ@ne anie Poet poſſeſſed with auarice, onely verſes 
he loues, nothing elſe he delights in:and as they contemne the 
wozld,ſo contrarily ot the mechanicall wozlbe are none mo28 
contemned. Deſpiſed they are of the woꝛlde, becauſe they are 
not of the wozld: their thoughts are exalted aboue the wozlve 

of ignozance and all earthly conceits, 5 
As ſwet angelicall quer iſters they are continually cons 
uerſant in the heauen of artes, heauen it ſslfe is but the high- 
eſt height of knowledge, de that knowes himſelfe eq all things 
elſe, Rnowes the means to be bappte : happy,thzice happte are 
they whome God hath donbled his ſpirits vppon, and gi- 
uen a double ſoule vnts to be Poets, Py heroicall maſter ex- 
ceded in this ſupernaturall kinde of wit, hee ontertained no 
groſſe earthly ſpirite of anarice, noz weake womanly ſpirit of 
pufillanimity and feare that are fained to be of the water, but 
admir able, airie, and firte ſpirites, full of fredome,magnani- 
mitie and bountihod.

Ver high exalted 
ſunne beames haue ſet the phenix neaſt of my b2caſt on fire, 
and J my ſelfe haue bzonght Arabian ſpicerics of ſweete paſ- 
llons and pzaiſes, to furniſh out the funerall flame of my fol- 
ly- Thoſe who were condemned tobe ſmothered to death by 
ſinking downe into the ſofte bottome of an high built bedde of 
roſes, neuer dide ſoſweefs a death as 3 ſhoulde die, if ber roſe

The chiefe ceremo⸗ 
nies o the ir entertainment were theſe: firſt;the beads of their 
bainerſitie,(fhep were great heads of certaintie) met him in 
their hoded hypocriſie and doctozly actouſtrements, ſecundum 
formam ſtatuti, where by the Dzatoz of the vniuerſitie, whoſe 
pickerdeuant was very plentifully beſpꝛinkled with roſe wa- 
ter, a verie learned oꝛ rather ruthfnil Oꝛation was delivered 
(foʒ it raind all the wbile)ſignifieng thus much, that it was al 
by patch and by peecemeale ſtolne out of Tully, e be muſt par- 
don them, though in emptying their pbzaſe bokes, the apze 
emptied his intratles, foz they did it not in anie oſtentation of 
wit(which they bad not) but to ſhewe the ertraozdinarie good 
will they bare the Duke, (to haue him Rand in the raine tyll

Some thꝛæ halfe pennywozthof Latine here alſo had he 
thꝛowen at his face, but it was choiſe ſtuſfe i can tell you, as 
there is a choiſe tuen amongeſt ragges gathered vp from the 
dung hill.

The Duke laught not a little at this ridiculons ozation, 
buf that verie niabt,as great anironicall occaſſion was mini⸗ 
ſtred, ſoʒ be was bidden to one ofthechiefe ſcholes to a Comes 
die handledby ſcollers . Acolaſtus the pꝛodigall childe was 
the name ok it, which was ſo filthily added, ſoleathernly ſette 
fooꝛtb, as woulde haue moued laughter in Heraclitus. One 
as it he had beene playning a clay flooꝛe ſtampingly troade the 
ftage ſo harde with bis fete, that thought verily he had re⸗ 
ſolned to doe the Carpenter that ſette it vp ſome vtter ſhame.

Ip kept, and ſarely you would haue ſayd they had ben bzought 
vy in bogs 2cabemie to learne to eate aco2nes,if von had ſene 
how ſedulouſiy they fell to them, Not a teſt had they to kepe 
their auditoꝛs from ſleepe but of ſwill and dꝛaffe, pes now and 
then the ſeruant put his hand into the diſh befs;e bis maſſ er.

The next daie they bad ſotempne diſputal ions, where Lu- 
ther and Caroloſtadius ſcolded lenell coile. A maſſe of wo2vs J 
wot well they beapt vp againſt the maſfe and the Pope, but 
farther perticulars of their diſputations J remember not. J 
thought verily they woulde baue wozried ene another with 
wo2des, they were ſo earneſt and vehement. Luther had the 
londer voice, Caroloſtadius went beyond him in beating and 
bounſing with his fiſts, Quz ſupra nos nihil ad nos, They vt- 
tered nothing to make a man laugh,therefoze J til leauc the, 
Mary they; outward ieſtures now and then would affoo2de a 
man amozſellofmirth: of thoſe two {| meane not ſo much, as 
or all the other traine of opponents and reſpondents. Ons 
peckte like a crane with his foze-finger at every halſe ſillable 
he bzonght fozth,and nodded with his noſe like an olde ſinging 
man, teaching a pong queriſter to keepe time. Another would 
be ſure to wipe his mouth with bis handkercher at the end of 
euerie full point. And euer when he thought he had caff a fl 
gure ſo curioufly, as be diu de ouer bead and eares into his 
auditoʒs admiration, hee would take octaſion to ſtroke vp his 
daire, and twine vp his maſtachtos twice o2 thzice oner while 
they might haue lealure to applaud him. A third wauerd and 
wagled fis bead. like a pꝛoud boſe playing with his bꝛidle, oz 
as I haue ſ&ne ſome fantaſticall ſwimmer, at euerie ſtroke, 
traine his chin ſide- long cuer his left ſhoulder. A fourthſwet 
and foamed af the mouth, foz verie anger his aduerſarie had 


denied that part of his ſillogiſme which he was not * 
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fo aunſ were. A fifth ſpꝛead his arme s like an t ſher that goes 
befoze to make rome, and thzipt with his finger # his tbumbe 

whe he thought be had tickled it with a concluſion. 4 xt hung 
done his countenance lyke a ſhepe,and ſtutted and Nauered 
detie pittifully when his inuention was ſtept aſide out ct᷑ tte 
waie. A ſeucnth gaſpt and gapt foz winde, and groned in his 
pꝛonunciation as if he were hard bound with ſome bad argu- 
ment. Groſle plodders they were all, that had ſome lrarning 
and reading, but no wit to make vfe of it. They imagined the 
Duke toke the greateſt pleaſure and contentment vnder hea⸗ 
uen to heare them ſpcak Latine,and as long as they talkt no- 
thing but Tully he was bound to attend them, A moſt vaine 
thing it is in many bniuerſities at this dare, thatthey connt - 
him excellent eloquent, who ſtealeth not whole ph2aſes but 
whole pages out of Tully. Af ofa number of ſhꝛeds of his ſen⸗ 
tences he can ſhape an o2zation,from all the woꝛlo bee carries 
if awaie,although in truth it benomoze than a fwoles coat of 
many coulours. o inuention oz matter haue they of they; 
ene, but tacke bp a ſtile of his ale galimafries. The leaden 
headed Germanes firſt began this, and we Engliſhmen haue 
ſurtetted of their abſurd imitation. J pittie Nizolius that had 
nothing to doe, but picke fþzids ends out ol an olde ouer wozne 
garment. 7 
Tyis is but by the wate, we muſt looke backe to our dil⸗ 
putants. ne amongſt the reſt thinking to be moze conceited 
than tis fellow et, ſeeing the Duke haue a dog bee loned well, 
ect fate by bun on the tarras, conuerted all his ozation ts 
hin. a not a haire ot his taile but he kembd out with compa- 
rio. 0 to haue courted him it he were a hitchhad bin ve 
rie ſuſpitio us. Another commented « deſcantedon the Dukes 
Tate, new tipping it with manpqueint epithites. Some calf 
his natiuitie, and pzomiſed him be ſhouldnot die till the date 
of indgement, Omitting further ſuperfluities of this ſtampe, 
in this general allcmbiy we found intermired that abundant 
ſcholler Cornelius Agrippa. At that time he bare the fame to be 
the greateſt coniurer in Chꝛiſtendome. Scoto that did the iug 
ling trickes here befoꝛe the Qutene, neuer came nere him one 
quarter in magicke reputation. "= Doctozs of Wittenberg 
3 doting 
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dofing on the rumour that went of bim, deſired him befoze ths 
Duke and them to doe ſomething extraozdinarte memo⸗ 
rable. 

One requeſted to ſ& pleaſant Plautus, © that he would ſhew 
them in what habite hee went, and with what countenaunce 
be lookt, when he ground coꝛne in the mill. Another had halfe 
a moneths minde to Ouid and his hooke noſc. Eraſmus who 
was not wanting to that honourable meting, requeſted to 
ſee Tully in that ſame grace and maieſtie be pleaded bis Ozati⸗ 
on pro Roſcio Amerino. Aﬀirming,that til in rerſon he beheld 
his impoꝛtunitie of pleading, be woulde not be perſwaded a⸗ 
nie man coulde carrie awaie amanifeſtcaſe with rethozike, 
ſo ſtraungely. To Eraſmus petition he caſiſy condiſcended, 
and willing the Doctours at ſuch an houre to holde they2 con⸗ 
uocation, and euerie one to kepe him in bis place without 
mouing: at the time pzefired in entered Tully, aſcended his 
pleading place, and declaimed verbatim the foznamed Dzati- 
on, but with ſuch aſtoniſhing amazement, with ſuch feruent 
exaltation of ſpirite, with ſuch ſoule-ſftirring ieſtures, that 
all his auditours were readie toinfkall his gutifie client fo; a

| | Greafe was the concourſe of glozie Agrippa dꝛewe to 
dim with this one feate . And in derde her was ſo cloyed with 
menu which came to beholde him, that her was fayne ſooner 
than be woulde , to refurne to the Emperours court from 
whence her came, and leaue Wittenberg befoꝛe bee woulde. 
With him we trauelled along, haning purchaſt his acquain- 
fance a little befoze. By the waie as we went, my maſter 
and JF agreed to change names. It was concluded betwerte 
vs, that J ſhoulde bee the Earle of Surrte, and be my man, 
onelp becauſe in bis owne perſon, which her woulde not haue 
repꝛoched, he meant to take moze libertie of behaniour, As 
foz my carrpage bee knew hee was to tune it at a key, eyther 
bigh oz low,o2 as he lift. 

To the Emperours Court wee came, where our enfer- 
tainment was cuerie waie plentifull, carouſes wee had in 
whole galons in ſtead of quart pots. Not a health was gi⸗ 
uen vs but contapned well neere a hogſhead. The e 
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of the Countrie we were eager to be inſtruced in, but nothing | 


we coulde learne but this, that euer at the Cmpezours co20- 
nation there is an Dre roaſted with a ſtagge in the belly, and 


that ſtagge in his belly hath a kidde, and that kidde is tufte 


full of birdes. Some courtiers to wearie out time woulde 
tell vs further tales of Cornelius Agrippa, and how when fir 
Thomas Moore our tountrit man was there, bee ſhewed him 
the whole deſtrudion of Trop in a dzeame. Yow the Lo2de 
Cromwell being the kings Embaſſadour there, in lyke caſe, 
in a perſpcatue glaſſe he ſet befoze his eyes, King Henrie the 
eight with all his Lo2des hunting in his fozrefſt at Windſoze, 
and when be came into his ſtudie, and was verie 
partaker of ſome rare experiment, that he might repozt when 
be came into England, he wilde him amonaft two thouſande 
great bookes to take downe which he lit, and begin to reade 
one line in anie place, and without booke he woulde rehearſe 


twentie leaues following, Cromwell dyd ſo, and in manxe 


bookes tride him, when in euerie thing hee exceeded his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe and conquered his expedation. To Charles the fifte then 
Cmperour, they repozted how he ſhewed the nine wozthies, 
Dauid, Salomon, Gedeon, and the reſt, in that ſimilitude and 
lykencſle that they liued vpon earth. 
uing by the high waie ſide gotten ſome reaſonable familiari- 
tie with him, vpon this acteſſe of myzaclcs imputed to him, 
reſolued to requeſt him ſomething in our owne bebalfes. J 
becanſe J was his ſubozned Lozde and maſter, deſtred _ to 
ſee the liuely image of Geraldine his loue in the glaſſe , and 
what at that inſtant ſhe did, and with whcme ſhee was tal- 
king. Bee ſhewed ber vs without moe adoe, icke weep⸗ 


ing en her bedde, and reſolned all into de uoute religion foz 


tbe abſence of her Lozde. At the fight thereof hee coulde in 
no wiſe refrayne, though hee had tooke vppon him the condi- 


tion of a ſeruant, but bee mull fozthwith frame this ertem- 
pozall Dittie.

The indifficulfig ef the condition thus the exp laindvnto 
bim, der bouſs ſtood bpon vaults, which in two — yares 
together wert neuer ſearcht, who came into her bouſe non 
fookenotice of, his fellow ſeruants that knewe of his maſters 
abode there, ſhould be all diſpatcht by bim as from bis maſter, 
into ſundꝛie partes of the citie about bufines, and when they 
returned, anſwere ſhouldheemane that hee lay not there anie 
mo2e,but had removed to Padua inte their departure, 4 fbe- 
ther they muſt — tk Siren 1 
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to make him awaie in their abſence, you ſhall haue my houſe 
at command. Stab,poiſon,oz ſhote bim thzongh with a piſtol 
all is one, into the vault be hall be thzowen when the da de is 
done. On my bare honeſtte it was a craftie queane,fo; ſhe had 
enacted with her ſelfe if he had bin my legitimate ſeruant, as 
be was one that ſerued and ſupplied my neceſſities, when hee 
bad murtheredme, to haue accuſed him ofthe murther, and 
made all that { bad bers(as J tarryed all my maſters wealth, 
monie, iewels, rings oz bils of exchaunge continnally about 
me.)

As they u ere 
readie to en er into a colour able tommon plate of tte deceitful 
friuolouſnes of dzeames, my truſtie ſeruant Brunque ll ſtoede 
quivering and quaking tuerie toynt of him, and (as it wax bes 
foze compacted between vs) let his piſtoll dʒop from him on the 
ſodain, wherwith A farted out of my bed, and dzew my rapicr 
and cride murther, murthcr, which made good wife Tabitha 
readie to bepiſſe her. 

Py ſeruant, oʒ my maſter, which you will, Jſoke rovgbly 
by the coller, and thaeatned to run bim thozough incontinent 
he confeftnotf the truth. Pe as it wers llriken with rem on 
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of conſcicnce (God be with him, foz he could counterfeit mot 
daintily)downe on his knees, aſkt me fo2ginenes, and 
ched Tabitha and Petro de — Frego as guiltie of ſuboʒna⸗ 
tion, verie mildly and graue ip gaue him audience, raile on 4 
tyem J did not after his tale was ended, but (ayd J would fric <0 
what the lawe coulde doe, Conſpiratie by the tuſtome of their % 
countrie was a capitall offence, and what cuſtome oz juice 
might affooꝛd they ſhould be all ſure to file. J coulo(quoth J) 
acquite myſelfe other wile, dut it is not foz a (traunger to bet 
his owne caruer in reuenge. Not a woꝛde moze with Tabitha 
but die ſhe would befoze God oz the deuill would haue her, he 
ſounded and rruiued, and then ſounded againe, and after het 
reuiued again ſighed heanily,ſpoke faintly and pittifullꝑ, vea 
and ſo pittifully, as if a man had not knowen the pzankes of 
bariots befoze,he would haue melted in comiſeratian. Tears 
ſighs, and dolefull tuned wozdes could not make anie fozcible 
tlaimc to my ſtonie eares, it was the gliſtering crownes that 
J hungered and thirſted aſter, and with them fo; all her mock 
holy day ieſtures ſhe was faine to come off, befoze J woulde 
tondiſcend to anie bargaine offilence, o it fo:tuned(fte vpon 
that vnfoztunate wozd of Foztune) this whoze,thisquean, 
this curtizan, this common offen thouſand,ſo bzibingme not © 
fobew2ayber,badgtuenme a deale of counter ſeit gold, 
which ſhe bad receiued ot ac to make awaie a little ba- 
foze. Amongſt the groſſe ſumme of m bꝛiberie. Illy milke- 
ſop miſtrull ing no deceit, vnder an angell of light tooke what 
ſhe gaue me. nere turnd it ouer. o which (© falſehod in faire 
ſhe lo) mx maſter and J had like to haue bin turned ouer. Ha 
that is a knight arrant, exerciſed in the a faires of Ladies and 
Gentlewomen,hath moze places to ſend mony ta, than the di⸗ 
uell bath ta ſend his ſpirites ta. Thers was a delicate wench 
called Flauia Aemilia lodging in, Parkes ſtriete at a Gold- 
ſ\mitbs,wþich J would faine hane had to the grand tall, to trie 
whether ſhe wers currant in alcumie oz no. Ais me. ſhes was 
but a counterfeit ſlip, o ſhe not only gaue me the lip, but had 
welnie made me a flipſtring. To her J ſent my gold ta beg an 
boar ol grace, ah grace leſſe foznicatreſſe,my hoſteſſe e ſhe wer 
confederate, who haning gotten _ one piece of my ill _ 
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into their handes,denuiſcd the meanes to make me immoꝛ tall; 
I could dzinke foz anger till my bead akt, to think hew J was 
abuſed. Shall J ſhame the deuill and ſpeake the truth, to pꝛi- 
ſon was J ſent as pꝛincipall, and my maſter as acceCarie,noz 
was it to a pziſon neither, but to the maſter of the mints houſes 
who though partly our invge,and a n oſt ſevere vp2ight (uffice 
in his own nature, exfreamly ſ@med fo condole our tanozant 
eſtate, and without all peraduenture a pꝛeſent red;cle he hay 
miniſtred, if certaine of our counfrie men hearing an Engiiſß 
earle was apyꝛehended fo; coining. had not come fo villte vs. 
An ill planet bꝛought them thether, foz at the uri glancethey 
knew tbe ſet uant ot my ſecrecics to be the Earle of @utrep; 
and J (not woꝛthie to be named J) an outcaſt of his cup 02 his 
pantofleg. Thente, tbente ſpꝛong the full period of our infeli- 
citic, The maſter of the mint our whllome refreſher and con; 
ſolation, now tooke part againſt vs, be thought we had a mint 
in sur head ot miſchit uous conſpiracies againſt their Nate. 
Veanens bare wit nes with vs it was not ſo, (Me auens will 
not always tome to witnes when they are cald.) 

To a ſtraiter ward were we c6mitffed:that which we haue 
imputatiuely tranſgreſſcd muſt be aunſwered. O the beathen 
helgh pale, and the intrinſecall legerdemain o our ſpecial ap- 
pꝛoued gcod pant o: Petro de Campo Frego. Met although be 
dipt in the ſame diſh with vs euerie dais, ſeeming te laboz our 
cauſe verie impoz/unatly, and had inferpzeted foz vs to the 
ſcate from þ beginning. yet was one of thoſe trecherous bzo- 
ther Trulies, and abuſed vs moſt clarkly. Me interpʒe ted to va 
with a peſtilence,foz whereas we fwd obſtinatly vpon it, we 
were w;onafully deteined, and that it was naught but a ma- 
licious p2aciſe of finfull Tabitha our late hoftefls, he by a fins 
conny-catching cozrupt tranſlation, mads vs plainely to con⸗ 
keſſe, and crie Miſerere, ere we had ned of our neck-verſe. 

Deteſtablce, dete ſtable, that the fleſh and the deuill Goulte 
deale by their faco2s, Ile ſtand io it, there is not a pandoʒ but 
bath tou ed paganiſme. The deuill himſelſe is not ſnch a de- 
till as he, ſo be be perfoame bis function arigbt. e u uſt bare 
the backe of an alle, the ſnont of an elephant,the wit of a fore, 


andthe teeth of a wolte, de mut fanne like a ſpaniell, cronch 
1 like 
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lit e a ic w, litre ike a ſhepbiter, If be be halfe a puritan, end 
haue ſet i tui e tontinually in his mou th. he ſ ads tte better. 
I tan tell eu it is a tre de ot great pe melio n, end let nene e⸗ 
ner thinke te mount by ſervice in ſozain cou ta, oa ctiæp nare 
to ſetne maę niſique Loꝛds if he be not ſ&ne in this ſcience. 
O it is tte art of arts, and ten thouſand times gors beyond the 
intelligenter. None but a ſlaid graue tiuill man is capable ot 
it, he muſt haue exquiſite courtſhip in bim oz elſe he is not old 
who, de wants the beſt point in his tables. 

God be mercifull to cur pando (and that were fo2 God fo 
woꝛkr a miracle)be was ſiene in all the ſeuen liberall deadly 
ſciences, not a nne but he was as abſolufe in as ſathan him- 
ſelfe. Wathan could neuer bane ſupplanted vs ſo as hee did. I 
may ſais to you he planted in vs the firſt Italionate wit that 
we bad, During the time we lay clofe and toke phillck in this 
caſtle of contemplation, there was a Pagiificos wife of good 
calling ſent in to brare vs companie. Her buſbands name was 
Caſtaldo, ſhe hight Diamante, the cauſe of her committing wag 
an vngrounded ielous ſuſpition which her doating huſbands 
had conceiued of her chat itie. One Iſaac Medicus a bergomaſt 
was the man hee choſe to make him a monſter, who beeing i 
conrtior and repairing to his houſe very oſten, neither fo; loue 
of dim noz dis wife, but onely with a dzift to bszrowe moni 
of a pawne of waxe and parchment, when be ſawebiserpecta« 
tion deludsd,andthat Caftaldo was to charie ſoz bim te cloſe 
with, be p:iuily with purpoſe of reuenge, gaue outamongeſt 
bis copoſmates, fhat pee reſoztcd toCattaldos houſe foz no a⸗ 
ther end but to cuckolde him, doubtfull be talkt that be had 
und he bad not obtained bis inte. Rings i bich he bozrowed of 
a light curtiʒan that be vſed fo, bce woulde faine to bee taken 
from her fingers, and in ſumme, lo bandled the matter, that 
Caſtaldo extlaimd, Out whoze, trumpet, firepennphackfer, 
away with her to pziſon. 

As glad were we almoſt as if they had giuen ds libertie, that 
foztune lent vs (och al wirt pue- fellow. A p3etie round faced 
wench was it, with blacke eie bzowes,a bigh fozehe ad, a litle 
mouth, and a ſbarpe noſe, as fat and plum euerie part af her as 
a plouer, a (kin as like and ſoft * the backe of a ſwan, it doch

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me god when J remember her. Like a birde He fript on the 
ground, and bare out her belly as maieſticall as an Eftrich. 
With a licoꝛous rouling eie fixt percing on the earth, s ſome- 
times ſco;nfully darted on the tone ſide, ſhee figured ſoozth a 
high diſcontented viſdain,much like a pzince puffing and llo:- 
ming at the treaſon of ſome mightie ſubiec fizd lately out of 
bis power. Yer verie countenance repiningly w2atbfull, and 
pet cleere and bnw2inkled, would haue confirmed the cleerne⸗ 
of her conſcience to the auſtereſt judge in te woꝛld. If in any 
thing ſhe were culpable, it was in being to melancholy chaff, 
and ſhewing ber ſelfe as couetous of her beautie as her huſ⸗ 
band was of his bags. Pany are honeſt becauſe they kknou:c 
not bow to be diſhonell:ſhe thought there was ne pleaſure in 
folnebzead, becauſe there was no pleaſure in anolde mans 
bed. It is almoſt impoſſible that anic woman ſhould be excel- 
lenfly wittie, and not make the vtmoſt pennie of ber beautie, 
This age and this conntrie of ours admits of ſome miracu⸗ 
lous exceptions, but fozmer times are my conſtant inſoꝛ mers 
Zhoſe that haue quicke motions of wit, haue quicke motions 
in euerie thing: vꝛon onely needes manyftrokes, onely pꝛon 
wits are not wonne without a long ſiege of intreatie. Golde 
eaſtly bends , the moſt ingenious mindes are eaſieſt moued, 
Ingenium nobis molle Thalia dedit ſaith Pſapho fo Phao, Whe 
bathno mercifull milde miftres, { will maintaine, bath no 
wittie but a clowntſh dull legmatike puppte fo his miſtres. 
This Pagnificos wife was a good loning ſoule, that had 

mettall inough in her to make a good wit of, but being neuer 
remoued from under her mothers and her buſbands wing, it 
was not moulded and faſhioned as if ought. Cauſeleſſe di- 
ſtruſt is able to dzine deceite into a ſimple womans bead. J 
durſt pawne the credit of a page, which is woꝛth ams aſe at all 
times, that ſhe was immaculate honeſt till ſhe met with vs in 
pꝛiſon. Parie what temptations Gee had then when fire and 
flare were put fogether,conceit with pour ſelues, but hold my 
maſter excuſable. 

Alacke he was te vbertuous to make her vicious,he ſloode 


vpon religion and conſclence, what a hainous thing it was fo 
ſubuert Gods ozdinance. This was all the intarie be _— 
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cffct her, ſemeiimts be u culde imagine ber in a melancholle 
humour te be his Geraldine, andcenrt her in tearmes cozre- 

ſpondent,nay be would ſweare ſhes was bis Geraldine, fake 

ber wbite hand and wipe his eyes with it. as though the bery 

touch of ber might ſt anch his anguiſh. Now would he knele 
and kiſſe tte ground as holy grounds which che vouchſaled fo 
bleſſe from barrenneſſe by her ſteps.MAho would haue learned 
to wzite an excellent paſũion, might baue bin a pet fed tragicke 
poet, had he but attended balfe the extremitie of bis lament. 

* Paſſion vpon paſſion would thzong one on anothers necke, he 

would pꝛaiſe her beyond the moone and ſtarres, and that ſo 
ſwatly t rauiſhingly, as 3 pet ſwade my ſelſ he was moze in 
lone with his owne curious fozming fancie than ber face, and 
truth it is,many become paſſionate louers, only to win pꝛaiſe 
to theyz wits. 

Be pꝛaiſcd, he pzaled,hee deffred and beſought her to pittie 

him th at periſht foz her. From this his intranced miſtaking 

extaſie could noman remoue bim. Who loueth reſolutely, 
will incinds enerie thing vnder the name of his loue. From 
poſs be would leape into verſe , and with theſe oz ſuch lyke 
rimes allault ber.

At out of ſo baſs a thing as inke there maꝝ be extraced 
a ſpirite, be wit withnought but the pirite of inke, and his 
file was the ſpiritoaltieofartes, and nothing elſe, where as 
all others of dis age were but the lay tempozaltis ofinkhozne 
tearmes. Foz in derde they were mers tempozizers, t uo bet- 
ter. His penne was ſharpe pointed line ponyard. Noleaſe be 
w3ote on, but was like a burning glaſſe to ſette on fireall bis 
readers. With moze then muſket ſhot did he charge his quill, © 
where be meant to inneigh. No one houre but he ſent a whole 
legion of denils into ſome heard of (wine oz other. .1f Martiall 
bad ten.muſes/as he ſapth ofhimſelfe ) when bee but taſteda 
cup of wine, be had ten ſcoꝛe when he determined toty2anize. 
Nere a line ol his but was able to make a man d2onken with 
admiration, Bis fight pearſt like lightning into the intrailes 
ol al abnſes.This muſt nevs ſaie, that moſt of his learning 
bee gotte by hearing the leaures at Flozence, It is ſufficient 
that learning be bad, and a conceite excieding all learning, to 
guinteſcente euerie thing which he hard. e was no timerous 
ſernileflafterer ofthe common wealth wherein he lined. Bis 
tongue and his inuent ion were fszebo:ne, what they thought 
they would confidently vtter. P intes der ſparde not, that in 
the leaſt point tranſgreſt , Bis life he contemned in compari- 
ſonof the libertie of ſpeech, Wbereas ſome dull bꝛaine malig-s 
ners ofhis, accuſe him of that treatiſe de tribus impoſtoribus 
Mundi, which was neuer contriued without a generall conn- 
ſell of deuils, J am verily perſwaded it was none of his, and of 
my minde are a number of the moſt iudiciall {talians, One 
reaſon is this, becauſe it was pablithed ſoꝛtie peeres after his 
death, and he neuer in all his life wꝛote ante thing in Latine. 
Certainly baue beard that one of Ma chiuuels followers and 
diſciples was the anthoz of that booke,who to avoid diſcrevite, | 
filcht it fozth vnder Aretines name, a great while after he had 2 
ſealed bp his eloquent ſpirit in the graue. To much gall vor 
that woꝛm wood of Gibeline wits put in his inke, whoingra- 
ned that rubarbe Epitaph on this excellent Pocts tambſtone, 
Quite ſoʒſaken of all good * was be, and vtterly giuen 
ougr 
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ouer to an artleſſe enuie. Foure vntuerſities bonozed Aretine 
with theſe rich titles, Il flagello de principi,l! veritiero, Il deui- 
no, & L vuico Arcuno, 
The French king Frances the att, he kept in ſuch awe, 
that to chaine his tongue, be ſent him a huge chaine of golde, 
in the fozme oſtongues faſhioned, @ingularly bath hee com- 
mented of the humanity ot Chꝛiſt.Beſides, as Poſes ſet fozth 
bis Gencſis,ſobath hee ſet foꝛth his Geneſis alſo, including 
the contents of the whole Bible. A notable treatiſe hath bec 
compiled,called Il ſette Pſalmi pœnctentiatii. All the Thomaſos 
baue tauſe to louc h:m,becauſe he hath dilated ſo mnagnificent- 
lyof thelife of Saint Thomas. There is a good thing that he 
bath ſet fozfh La vita della virgine Maria, though it ſomewhat 
ſmell of ſuperſtition, with a number moze, which ber e foz te- 
dionſneffe I ſupp;eſſe. Tflaſciuious be were, he may anſwere 
with Ouid, Vita verecunda ct, muſa iocoſa mea eſt, My lyfe is 
thaſt though wanton be my verſe. Tellme who. is moſt tra- 
nelled in hiſtozies, what good 255 ia o euer was there, who - 
hathnot had a little ſpice of wanto!i zin daxes ? Euen Beza 
by your leaur. . as long as tbe woꝛlde lines 
alt thou line. Tully, Virgil, Ouid, Seneca, were neuer ſuch 
oznaments to Italy as thou hall beae. a neutt thought of 3. 
taly mo2e n England til 5 heard ot the. Peace 
to ty Ghoſt, and yet mee tbintten lo indefinite a ſpirite ſhould 
haue no prate oz mtermrſſion of paincs, but be penning Dit- 
ties to the Archangels in another wozlo.

A frem- 
bling earthquake o2 ſhaking feaver aſſailed either of bs, and 
thinke vbnfainedly,if be ſ&ing our faint heart agonie, bad not 
ſoone ch&redand refreſhed vs, the dogs had gone together by 
the eares vnder the table foz our feare-dzopped lims. 

In ſtead of menacing 02 afrighting me with his fwodzd, 
oz his frouncs foꝛ my ſuperlatine pꝛeſumpt ion, bee burſt out 
into a laughter aboue Ela, to thinke how bꝛaue ly napping ha 
bad tooke vs, and how nat ablie wes were dampt e ſtroke dead 
in the neaft, with the vnerpeced view of his pzeſence. 

Ab quoth he, my noble Loꝛd.( after his tongue had bozrowey 

a little leaue of his laughter) is it my lucke to viſite you thus 
vnlookt foꝛ, I am ſore you wil bid me welcome, if it be but fo;

tour name with, beape ſhame on me p;odigally, J beg no par⸗ 
don oz pittie. 

Non veniunt in idem pudor & amor, hee wasloth to detraa 
from one that de loued ſo, Beholding with his eies that J clipt 
not the wings of his honoz, but rather increaſt them with ad- 
ditions of expente, he intreated me as if I had bin an Embaſ- 
ſadour, he gaue me his hand and ſwoze he had no moze hearts 
but one, and J ſhould haue þolfe of it, in that à ſo inhanced his 
obſcured reputation.

and make a flickering ſound, ſuch as Eagles doe,ſwiftly pur- 
ſuing their pꝛaie in the ayze. On either of his winges, as the 
Eſtrich hath a ſharpe goade oz pzicke where with bee ſpurreth

The mozralof the whols 
is this, that as the Eſtrich, the moſt burning lighted bird of all 
others, inſomuch as the female of them hatcheth not hir egs 
by couering them, but by the efectnal raies of hir e ies) as he, 
ſaie, outſtrippetij the nimbleſt trippers of his featbered condi⸗ 
tion in fotmanſhippe , onely ſpurd on with the needle quick» 
ning goade vnder his fie, ſo hee no lefſe burning ũghted than 
the Eſtrich, ſpurd on to the race of honoʒ by the ſwete raies 
or his miſtres eies, perſwaded himſelfe hee ſhould outffrip all 
other in running to the goale of glozie only animated and in- 
cited by her exte llente. And as the Eſtrich wil eat iron, ſwal⸗ 
low ante hard mettall what ſoeuer, ſo would he refuſe no iron 
aduenture, no hard taſke whatſoener, to (if in the grace of ſo 
fayze a commander. The o2der ofhis ſhield was this, it was 
framed like a burning glaſſe, beſet round with lame colourd 
feathers, onthe outfide whereof was bis miſtres picture a-

Bis baſes were all imbzodered with ſnakes 4 adders, ingen- 
dere of the abundance of innocent bloud that was ſhed, Þis 
bozles trappinges were thzoughout beſpangled with hun- 
nie ſpottes, which are no blemiſhes, but oꝛnaments. On bis 
ſhield hee bare the Dunne full ſhining on a diall at his going 
downe,the wozd ſufficit tandem. 

After him followcd the knight of the Dwle, whoſe armoz 
was a llubd fre overgrowen with iuie, bis belmet faſhioned 
[ybe an owle fitting on the top of this iuie, on his baſes were 
w2ought all kinde of birdes as on the grounde wondering a- 
bout him.: e woꝛd, deo mirum quia monſtrum, his hozſes fur- 
niture was framed like a cart, ſcaftering whole ſheanes of 
toꝛne amongſt hogs,the wozy Liberalitas liberalitate perit.

In middeſt of this his ſnowie curled top, rounde 
wzapped together, on the aſcending of his creaſt ſate a ſolita- 
rie nightingale cloſe encag ed with a thoꝛzne at her bzeaſt, ha⸗ 
ting this mot in her mouth, Luctus monumenta manebunt. 
At the foote of this buſh repꝛeſente a on bis baſes, lay a num⸗ 
ber of blacke\wolne Toades gaſping foz winde, and Dun 
ni 
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mer lin'de graſhoppers gaping after deaw, both which were 
choakt with extelliue dzouth, andfoz want of hade. The 
wozd.Non fine vulnere vireſco, 4 ſyꝛing not without impedi- 
ments, alluding to the Toades and ſuch lyke, that earft lape 
ſucking at his rootes, but nowe were turnd aut, and neere 
choakt with dzougbt. is hozſe was ſuited in blacke ſandie 
eart{;(as adiacent to this buſh)which was here and there pat- 
ched with ſhoꝛt burnt graſle, and as thicke inke dzopped with

The wals round about were bedgde with Dlines and palme 
trees, and all other odoziferous fruit-bearing plants, which at 
anie ſolemne intertainment dzopt mirrhe and frankenſence. - 
Other tres Þbare no fruit, were ſetin iuſtjozder oneagainft 
another, and diuided the roome into a number ot ſhadie lanes, 
leauing but one ouer - ſpꝛeading pine tre arbour, where wee 
ſate and banketted. On the well clothed boughes of this con» 
ſpjracie of pine trees againſt the reſembled Sunne beames, 
were pearcht as many ſoztes of ſhzill bzeaſted birdes, as the 
Summer bath allowed fo2 ſinging men in her üluane chap- 
pets. Abo though there were bodies without ſoules,+4ſwete 
reſe mbled ſubſtances without ſenſe, pet by the mathemeticall 
experimentes of long ſiluer pipes ſecretly inrinded in the in- 
trailesof the boughs whereon they ſate, and vndiſcerneablie 
tonuaid vnder their bellies into their ſmall thzoats floaping, 
tbey whiſtled and freely carold theyz naturall field note. Ney- 
ther went thoſe ſiluer pipes ſtraight, but by man edged vn⸗ 
ſundzed waithings, t crankled wandzings aſide ſtrayed from 
bongh to bough into an hundzed thzoates, But into this iluer 
pipe ſo w2itled and wandering aſide, if anie demand how the 
v)ind was bꝛeathed. Fozſoth ß tail of the iluer pipe ſtretcht it 
ſeifeinto the mouth of a great paire ofbelowes, where it was 
cloſe ſoldered, and bailde about with pꝛon, it coulde not irre 
oz haue ante vent betwirt, Thoſe bellawes with the riſing 
and falling of leaden plummets wounde vp on a where, dyd 
beate bp and downe vnceſſantlp,and ſo gathered in wind, ſer⸗ 
ning with one blaſt all the ſnarled pipes to and fro of one tree 
at once. But ſo cloſely were all thoſe ozganizing implements 
_ obſcured in the co2pulent trunks of the trees, that eueris man 
there pꝛeſent renounſt coniectares of art, and ſaydit was done 
bp inchantment. 
One tre foz his fruit bare nothing but inchained chiriping 
birdes, whoſe thꝛoates beeing conduit pipt with ſauared nar 
row ſhels, t charged ſtring- wiſe with ſearching ſweet water, 
dziuen in by alittle wle fo; the nonce,that fed it a farre of, 
made a ſpirting ſound, ſuch as chirping is, in bubling vpwards 
thꝛough the rough crannies of their cloſed bills.

Serpents were as harmlefe tomankinde, as they 
are fill one to another: the roſe dad no tankers, tbe ſrancs no 
taterpillers, the ſea no Syrens, the earth no vſurers, Coates 
then bare woll, as it is reco2ded in Sicily they dopet, The 
fozride Zone was habitabls: onely Japes loued to ſteale gold 
and ſiluer to build their neſts withall, and none cared fo: co- 
vefous client ie, o running to the Indies.

meritheauen, they do them, we talkeof them, Whether ſn- 
perſtition oʒ nomakes the vnpꝛoſttable ſervants, that let pul- 


pets decide: but there, you ſhall haue the bzaueſt Ladies in 


cownes of beaten gold, waſhing pilgrimes and pwze ſouldi- 
ours fete, and doing nothing they and their wapting mayds 
all the yeare long, but making (ſhirts and bandes fo2 them a- 
gainſt they come by in diltrefe.

Ds it fell out, tha it being a vehement hot ſummer when 
J was a ſoieurner there, there entred ſuch a hotſpurd plague 
as hath not bern heard of; why it was but a wozvandablbw, 
Loꝛd haue uercie vpon us, andhe was gone. Within thzee 
quarters of a vere in that one citie there dyed of it a hundzed 
thouſand: Loke in Lanquers Chyzonicle and you ſhall finde it. 
To ſmell ofa — was poyſond: and furne your noſe 


to a houſe, that had the plague, it was all one, The clouds liks 


a number of coꝛmoꝛants, that kepe their co2ne till it ſtinne 
and is muſtie, kept in their ſtinking erhalations, till they had 
almoſt ſtitled all Romes inhabitants. Philitions, greedines 
of goide made them gredie of their deſtinie. They would 
come to viſite thoſe, with whole infirmities their arte had no 


affinitie : and euen as a man with a fee ſhould bee byzed to

Enen as befoze a gun is ſhot off, a ſtinking 
ſ\moake funnels aut, and pzepares the waie foz him, ſo befoze 
ante gave vp the ghoft.death arated tn a ſtinking ſmoke ſtopt 
bis noſtrils,and cramd it ſelte full into dis mouth, that cloſed 
bp t is fellowes eyes, to giue him warning to pꝛepare ſoꝛ his 
funcral. Dome dide fitting at their meate, others as they were 
aſking counſell of the phiſit ion fo2 their friendes. 3 (aw at the 
houſe where J was hoſted, a maide bzing ber maſter warme 
both foz to comfozt him, and (he ſinke downe dead her ſelf ere 
he bad halfe eafs it vp. 
During this time of viſitation, there was a Spaniard, one 
Eſdtas of Granado,a notable Bandet to, authoꝛized by p pope, 
becauſe he aſſiſted him in ſome murthers. This villain collea⸗ 
gued with one Bartol a 7 he tal ian, pꝛadiſed to b:eake 
into th oſe rich mens houſes in the night where the plague had 
moſt rained, and if there wert none but the milres vnd maid 
left aliue. to rauiſh them both, and bꝛing awaie all the wealth 
they could faſten on. n a hundꝛed chief citizens houſes where 
the hand of God had bin, they put this outrage in vze.

and makes no boaſt of it. 

The onely pꝛetept that a traueller hath moſt vſe of, am 
ſhall finde moſt eaſe in, is that of Epicharchus, Vigila & me- 
mor ſis ne quid credas; Belue nothing, truſt no man: pet 
ſeme thon as thou ſwallolwedſt all, ſuſpeſtedſt none, but wert 
eaſis to be gulled by euery one, Multi fallere docuerunt (as 
Seneca ſaith) dum timent falli; Pany by ſhowing their iealous 
ſaſpec of deceit, haue made men ſ@k moꝛe lubtil i meanes to 
deceiue them. Alas, our Engilhmen are the plaineſt dealing 
ſoules that ener God put life in: they are gredte of newes, 
and loue fo be fed in their humozs and heare themſelues flat- 
tered the beſt that may be. Euen asPhilemona Comick Po- 
et dyde with extreame laughter al the conceit of ſæing an 
Alle eate fygges : ſo haue the Jtalians no ſuch ſpozt , as to ſa 
po:c Cngliſh aſſes bow ſoberly they ſwallow Dpanilh figges 
deuour any hoe baited foz them, He is not fit to trauell, that 
cannot with the Candians line on ſerpents, make nouriſhing 
fode euen of poyſon. Rats and mice engender by licking ons 
another, he muff licke, he muſt croutch, he muſt cogge, lye and 
pꝛate, that either in the Court oz a fozraine Countreę will 
engender and come to pꝛeſerment. Bes bis feature what it 
will, if he be faire (poken he winneth frends: Non formoſus 

erat, ſed erat facundus Vlyſſes; Vyſſes the long traueller was 
not amiable, but eloquent. Some alleadge, they trane!l to 
learne wit, but Jam of this opinion, that as it is not poſſible 
fo: anie man to learne the Arte of Pemoꝛie, wherect Tully, 
Quintillian, Seneca, and Hermannus Buſchius haue waitten ſo 
manie bakes, except he haue anaturall memoʒie befoze: ſois 
not poſſible foz anie man fo attaine ante great wit by trauell, 
except he haue the grounds of it roted in him befoze. That 
by wolny is thereby to — 02 made ſtapd, i nothing 

t Experientia longa malorum; The experience of manie e- 
alle: the experiente that ſuch a man loft his life dy this folly, 
another by that: ſich a young Gallant conſumed bis ſub⸗

Do let others tell you ſtraunge accidents, treaſons, poyſon- 
ings, cloſe packings in Fraunce, Spaine and Italy: it is ng 
barme foz you fo heare of them, but come notneere them, 
Ulhat is there in Fraunce to be learnd moze than in England, 
but falſhwd in fellowſhip, perfect ſlouenrie, to loue no man but 
fo: my pleaſure, foſwcare Ah pu mort Dieu when a mans 
bammes are ſcabd. Foꝛ the idle Traneller , (JA meane not 
fozithe Souldiour ). 3 haue knowen ſome that haue continu⸗ 
ed there by the ſpace of halle a dozen yeare, and when they 
tome home, they haue byd a little weriſh leane face under a 
b;oad French hat, kept᷑ a terrible cople with the duff in the 
lt tete in their long cloak es of gray paper, and ſpoke Engliſh 
ſtraiigely. Noneht elſc haue they p2ofited by their trauell, 
laue learnt to diuinguich of the true Burdeaux Grape, and 
knowe a cup of nr atc Gaſcoypne wine, from wine of Orle- 
ance : yea ard peraduenture this alſo , to eſſ@me of the 
pore as apiniple, to weare a velu et patch on their face, and 
walke melancholy with their armes folded. 

From Spaine what bzingeth our Mraneller : afcult- 
cround bat of the faſhion of an olde tepe pozringer, a dimis / 
nutive Aldermans riffe v itt; wozte ſtrings like the dzop» 
pings ot a mane noſe, a tleſe- hellied dublet comming downs

(rom halfe a dozen Dukes at the leaſt, „ 
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as long or as ſhoꝛt as yon will: if long, it is fac'd with Tar- 
key grogeran raucld:ifſhozt,it hath a cape like a calues tung, 
ang is not ſo de in his whole length, noz bath ſo much cloth 
in it J will iuſtific , as onely the ſtanding cape of a Dutch- 
mans cloake. I haue not pet foncht all, fo hee bath in eyther 
ſhe as much tafaty foz his tyings, as would ſerue fog an ans 
cient: which (eructh him (if you will haue the myſter ie of it) 
of the owne accozd foz a ſhe-rag.A ſouldio and a bʒaaggart᷑ he 
is (thats concluded) be iettethj routing, dancing on his toes 
with bis hands vnder his des. If yon talke with him, bee

If makes hun to kiſſe his 
hand like an ape, cringe his neck like a ſtarueling and plapat 
hey paſls repaſſe come aloft when hee ſalutes aman. From 
thence be bꝛings the art of atheiſme, the art of epicuriſing, the 
art of whozing, tbe art of poyſoning, the art of Sodomitrie. 
Che onely pꝛopable god thing they haue to keepe vs from bt- 
terly condemning it, is, that it mak2tha man an excellent

Let that bee fozgiu'n andfo2gotten, fleſhly deligbts could 
not make her lothfull oz Aumbzing in renenge 8gainſt Za- 
doch Sher (ct men about him to incenſe andegge him on in 
conrſes of diſconfentir ent, and other ſuperuiſing cſpialls, to 
plye followe and ſpurre fozwarde thoſe ſuboꝛning intenſers. 
Both which playd their parts ſs, that Zadoch of bis own na- 
ture violent, (woze by the ar ke of Ichoua fo ſet the whole ct- 
tieonfireerc be wenteutof it. Zachatie aftcr te tadfurniſt 
the wench with the poyſon, and gin'n her inſtruc ions to goe 
to the dinell, durſt not ſta pe one heure fo; fearc of diſcloſing, 
but fled tothe Duke of Burbon that after ſackt Rome, there 
p2actiſed with bis baſardſhip all the miſchief againſt the pope 
and Rome that enuie could put into his minde. Zadoch was 
left behinde foz the hangman, Accoꝛding to his oaſh,be pz6c- 
uide d balls of u ilde fire ina readines, and laid traines of gun- 
der in a hundꝛed ſeuerall plates of the citie to blow it vp, 
u bich bee had ſet fire to, as alſo bandiet bis bal's abzoad, if 
bis attendant ſyics had not taken him with p manner. To the 
ffraigbteſl pziſon in Rome he was dzagged, wherc frem top to 
toe he was clogd with fetters and meracles. luliana infoz- 
med the pope of Zac hat ies and his pꝛadiſe, Zac haiy was ſougilt 
foz, but non eſt inuentus, he was packir g long befoze, Cem 
maundement was giu'n, that Zadoch whom they had vnder 
hand and ſcale of locke and key. ſhould be exccufed with all the 
fiery tozments that ceuld be found ont. 

Jle mabe ſhozt wozke, foz Jam ſure J baue wearied all 
my readers.

Nert befoze her two and two in oꝛder, a hund2ed 
pages in ſutes of white cipꝛeſſe, and long hozſe-mens coates 
of cloth of ſtluer: who being all in white, aduanced euerp one 
of them her picture, encloſed in a white round ſcrene of fea- 
thers, (ſuch as is carried ouer great Pꝛinceſſes heads when 
they ride in ſummer, to keeps them fro.n the beate of the ſan. 
Befoze the went afoure-ſcozebead women ſhe maintaind in 
grene gownes,ſcattring ſtrowing hearbs and floures. After 
her followed the blinde, the halt and the lame ſumptuonſly ap⸗

3 thought it not tonuenient to 
finale him out (being a lurdie knaue) in the ſtrtet, but to tap 
till bad got hini at moze aduantage. Co his lodging I dogy 
bim, lap at the doꝛe all night where hee entred, ſoz feare bet 
ſhould giue me the ſlip anie wap. Betimes in the mozning J 
rung the bell and crau'd to ſpeake with him: vy to bis cham- 
ber doꝛe was bꝛou ght, where knocking, bee roſe in his ſhirt 
and let me in, and when he was entred, bad me lock the doze 
and dcclare my atrant. and ſo ht ſipt to bed againe. 

Mar rie this quoth J is my arrant. Thy name is Eſdras 
of Granado, is it not? Boll treacherouſly thou ut i ſt my bꝛo.

J haue begd to main- 
taine me the better part of the waye, onelp becanſe J would 
intermit no time from my purlute in going backe fo2 monie. 
Now haue J got the naked in my power, die thou ſhalf, 
though mp mother and my grandmother dying did infreate 
fo; t hee. I haue pꝛomiſt the diuell thy ſoule within this houre, 
bzeake my word AY will not, in thy bꝛeaſt J intend to burie a 
bullet. Stirre not, quinch not, make no noyſe : fo; i thou doſt 
it will be wozſe fo2 the. - 

Nuoth Eſdras, what euer thou bee at whoſe mercie J lye, 
ſpare me,and J wil gine the as much gold as thou wilt aſke. 
Put me fo anie paines my life reſerucd, and J willingly will 
ſulkaine them: cut off my armes and legs, and leaue me as a 
la per to ſome loathſome ſpittle, where 3 may but ligne a peare 
to pꝛaꝝ and repent me. Foz thy bzothers death the deſpayze 
ofminde that hath euer ſince haunted mee, the guiltie gnaw- 
ing wozme of conſcience I fle may bee ſuſficient penaunce. 
Thou canſt not ſend me to ſuch a hell, as alreadie there is in 
my hart. To diſpatch me pꝛeſently is no reuenge, it wil ſone 
be fozgotten: let me dye a lingring death, it will be remem - 
bꝛed a great deale longer. Alingring death maye auaile my 
ſoule, but it is the illeſt of ills that can befoztune my bodie.

Ay mee, alreadie J ſer my life buried in the wzinckles of thy 
b2:owes : ſay but Jſhall live, though thou me aneſt to kill me. 
Nothing confounds like to ſuddaine ferro, it thznfts eneris 
ſenſe out of office, Poyſon wꝛapt vp inſagred pills is but 
halſe a poyſon: the feare of deaths lokes are moge terrible 
than bis Uroake. The whilcit J viewe death, my faith is 
deaded : were a mans feare is, there bis heart is. Feare 
neuer engenders hope: bow can J hope that beauens father 
will ſane mee from the hell ercrlaſting, when be gines me o- 
ner to the hell of thy furie.

Be it Pope, Emperour o2 Turke that diſpleaſeth the, he ſhal 
not bzeath on theearth, Fo2 thy ſake will J ſweare andfoz- 
ſweare, renounce my baptiſme, and all the intereſt J haue in 
any other ſacrament. Dnely let me line how miſerable ſoe⸗ 
ger, be it in a dungeon amongſt toades, ſerpents and adders, 
02 ſet vp to the necke in dung. No paines J willrefuſe how 
auer pzoroged, fo haue a little reſpite fopurifie my ſpirit: oh 
heare me, heare me, and thou canit not be hardned again me. 

At this his impoꝛtunitie J pauſed a little, not as retyzing 
from my wzeakful reſolution, but going back fo gather moze 
foꝛtes of bengeance. Mit my ſelfe J deuiſed how to plagne 
him double foz his baſe minde, Py thoughts traueld in queſt 
of ſome notable newe Jtaltoniſme , whoſe murdzous plat- 
fozme micht not onely extend on his bodie, but bis ſoule alſo.

The vepne in his left hand that 
is deriue from his heart with no faint blow he pier t, e with 
the bloud that flow from it, wꝛit a ful obligation of his ſoule 
to the diuell: vea, moꝛe earneſtly he pꝛaid vnto Gad neuer to 
fo2giue it his (oule, than manie Chaiſtians do to ſaue theyꝛ 
ſonles. Theſe fearfull ceremonies bought to an end, J bad 
dim ope his mouth and gape wide. He dio ſo( as what wil not 
flaues do fo; feare). Ther with made J no moꝛe ado, but ſhot 
him ful into the thꝛoat with my piſtol:no mo22 ſpake he after, 
ſa did 5; ſhote him that he might neuer ſpeak after, oꝛ repent 
bim. Bis body being dead lokd as blacke as a toad: the dinell 
pꝛeſently bzanded it foz bis owne. This is the fault that hath 
called me hether. No true Italian but will honoꝛ me foꝛ it, Ne- 
uenge is the gloꝛp ot Armes, and the bi gheſt per foꝛmance of 
valure: reuenge is whatſocucr wee call law o2 iuſtice. The 
farther we wade in reuenge, the nerer come we to the thzone 
of the Almightie. To his ſcepter it is pꝛoperip aſcribed, his 
ſcepter he lends vnto man, when he lets one man ſcourge ano- 
ther. All true Italians imitate mee, in reuenging conſtantlp, 
and dying valiantiyp. Vangman to thy taſke, fo2 J am readie 
fo: the vtmaſt of thy rigoꝛ. Yerewith all the people (outragt- 
oullꝑ incenſed) with one contoyned out- er pe pelled matnely, 
Away with bim, away with bim, Executioner tozture him, 
teare him, oꝛ we will teare thee in pætes if thou ſpare him. 

The crecutioner needed no cxhoꝛt ation herevnto, foꝛ of his 
ownenature was he hackſter god enough: old2 excellent hee 
was at a bone ache. At the firſk chop with his wod-knife 
would he ſiſh foz a mans heart, and fetch it out ascaſily as a 
plum from the bottome ot a poꝛredge pot. Yee would cracke 
neckes as faſt as acołe crackes cages : a fidler cannot turne 
bis pin ſo ſone, as he would turn a man of the ladder, Bzanc- 
ly did hee dꝛum on this Cut wolfes bones, not breaking tbem 
outrigbt, but like a ſadler knocking in of tackes, tarring on 
them quaueringly with his hammer a great while together.

Jnthis 
bo2ro2 left they him on the whele as in bel: where pet living, 
bee might behcld his fleſh legacted amongſt the ſoules of the 
aire. Unſearchable is the boke of our deſtenies. One mur⸗ 
der begetteth another: was neuer vet bloud-ſhed barrain from 
the beginning of the woꝛld to this day. Poꝛtifiediy abiened 
and 2anted was J with this trunculent trage dic of Cutwolſe 
ano Eſdras. To ſuch ſtraight life did it thence ſoʒw ar d incite 
me, that tre J went out of Bolognia J married mytuttizane, 
perioꝛmed manie al mes da des; and haſted ſo fall cut of the 
Socom of Italy that within foztie dates arriued at the Bing 
of Englands Campe twixt Ardes and Guines iñ France: where 
pe with great triomphes met and entertained the Cmpcrour 
and the French King, and fraſled manie dapes. And ſo as 
my Stozie began with tte King at Tumay and Turwin, 4 
thinke merte heere to end it with the King at Ardes 4 Cuincs. 
All the concluſiuc Epilogue 3 will male is this; tha! if bere- 
in J baue pleaſed any, it ſhall ↄnimate me to meꝛc parties in 
this kinde. Other wiſe J wil! weare vpon an Enge Choe 
nicle, neuer to bee cut-lanbiſh Chaonicternicze While I liue.
